MEDICAL MARIJUANA 
HEARINGS CONCLUDE 


by Lou Stathis 


Hearings that were convened last 
November to determine whether 
marijuana should be reclassified as a 
substance with some medical use 
concluded this past February 5 in a 
Washington, D.C. courtroom. A 
recommendation to the DEA on this 
action is expected from Administrative 
Law Judge Francis L. Young in three to 
five months. 

Under the current federal Controlled 
Substances Act, marijuana is included 
under Schedule |, the classification given 
by the DEA te drugsit considers the most 
dangerous and useless—in other words, 
substances with no accepted medical 
use and a high potential for abuse 
(euphoria, needless to say, is no 
respectable use for any substance as far 
as the DEA is concerned). With this 
classification our governmental 
guardians have quite purposefully 
dumped weed into the same scary 
category as LSD and smack, creating 
(they hope) the oogabooga impression 
that these wildly different substances 
are somehow equally rotten for your 
mental and/or physical health. Any 
twelve-year-old can tell you how dumb 
this is (guess there ain't enough twelve- 
year-olds at the DEA), and how it only 
undermines the credibility of warnings 
about truly dangerous substances like 
heroin, cocaine, and alcohol. Thirty-four 


states currently allow for the medical 
dispensation of cannabis, but DEA-led 
federal obstructionism has made sure 
that actually obtaining legal pot for 
legitimate medical use is more 
posteriorly painful than it's worth. 

According to Kevin Zeese, former 
National Director of NORML and one of 
two attorneys conducting the 
petitioners’ case, the hearings went 
“exceedingly well.” He told HIGH TIMES 
that the testimony delivered to the court 
bya succession of witnesses—called by 
both sides—was “powerful” and 
“overwhelmingly one-sided” in favor of 
reclassification. “‘In the face of the 
evidence, | don’t see how any other 
decision but a recommendation for 
reclassification could be handed down. 
The best stuff came from witnesses the 
DEA themselves called—even they said 
there were legitimate medical uses for 
cannabis! Judge Young is a fair and 
open-minded judge, and I'm confident 
he'll find in our favor.” 

It has taken 15 years of patient legal 
slogging to get to this stage in the 
medical reclassification effort. NORML 
began filing petitions in 1972 (they were 
subsequently joined by the Alliance for 
Cannabis Therapeutics, the Washington- 
based group led by Robert Randall, a 
glaucoma sufferer who was the first 
person in the U.S. to legally force the 


government to supply him with 
prescribed pot), and only after five 
attempts at DEA legal roadblocking were 
bulldozed aside by Court of Appeals 
decisions did these hearings come 
about. 

Sessions began in New Orleans 
during mid-November, resuming the 
following month in San Francisco, and 
then finished during January and the first 
week of February in a small U.S. Court of 
Claims hearing room within bazooka 
range of the White House. Witnesses 
testifying included glaucoma victim 
Jean Barnhart, psychiatrist Dr. Daniel 
Dansak (who related his experiences on 
a New Mexico study where 90% of the 
almost 250 cancer patients given 
marijuana were relieved of the intense 
vomiting that normally accompanies 
chemotherapy, with only three patients 
reporting any adverse side-effects 
whatsoever), Mae Nutt (a 67 year-old 
Michigan woman who lost two children 
to cancer, and became known as 
“Grandma Marijuana” when she began 
informally supplying other local cancer 
sufferers with pot), as well as several 
other oncologists familiar with the anti- 
emetic uses of cannabis. Wrapping 
things up was Dr. Lester Grinspoon, 
editor of the Harvard Medical Schoo! 
Mental Health Letter and author of the 
classic Marihuana Reconsidered, who 
reiterated that the widespread 
recreational use of pot over the last 20 
years without apparent serious side- 
effects or damage leads to an 
“inescapable” conclusion that it is a 
relatively “safe” drug—“Safer,” he said, 
“than many accepted drugs, and far 
better than most anything in the PDR.” 
(The Physician's Desk Reference is the 
standard medical sourcebook on 
commercially available drugs and their 
side-effects.) 

Though a ruling from Judge Young 
recommending reclassification would 
be, in Kevin Zeese’s words, “another hole 
in the dike,” it wouldn't compel the DEA 
into any action. Another bit of legal arm- 
twisting from the U.S. Court of Appeals 
would be required for that. Zeese is, 
however, quite optimistic. “Right now, 
federal law regarding the medical use of 
marijuana is a big lie, and a 
recommendation in our favor from Judge 
Young would go a long way toward 
forcing the government to be truthful 
about this, to recognize reality.” Stay

VENEZUELAN 
ECONOMY FAR 
FROM SMOKING

When University of the Andes student 
Humberto Lopez was arrested during a 
recent protest in Mérida, an Andean city 
in western Venezuela, he appeared to 
witnesses to be completely healthy and 
sober. Yet twenty-four hours later he re- 
surfaced, dead, from what authorities 
claim was an overdose. An autopsy re- 
vealed only “a large stain on his head.” 

First appearances point to simply 
another flagrant abuse of power. Actually, 
the incident reflects the repercussions of 
an ongoing anti-drug campaign. The na- 
tional media, especially the press, are 
replete with reports of common crime, 
popular demonstrations, and armed con- 
frontations with narco-traticantes in 
which the underlying causes always turn 
out to be residues of “the demon weed” or 
covaine. The police have seized the op- 
portunity to gain a free hand in suppress- 
ing the general population, while the 
government uses the drug scare to 
screen its own ineptitude in solving 
Venezuela's formidable problems. The 
seemingly ubiquitous drug spectre also 
incited enough alarm among the middle 
class to have some of them clamoring for 
more protective action. 

The irony of this resurgence of absurd, 
early seventies drug paranoia is that 
Venezuela has never been a drug-con- 
suming or -exporting nation. Private ar- 
mies don't protect acres filled with coca 
plants as in Bolivia; nor does Venezuela 
have cities ruled by marijuana and co- 
caine moguls like Medellin, Colombia. 
Domestic consumption has been con- 
fined to a minority of users living in ex- 
tensive barrios (shanty-towns surround- 
ing the major cities), as well as an even 
smaller clique of university students and 
professionals. Venezuela acts principal- 
ly as an air-refueling bridge for illicit ine- 
briants being transported from Peru and 
Bolivia. The locals rarely see the con- 
traband destined to be unloaded by 
emigre Cubans in Florida. 

Until recently, drugs were the furthest 
thing from Venezuela’s mind, The coun- 
try has boasted of their democratic 
government since the overthrow of the 
last military: dictator, Colonel Marcos 
Perez Jimenez, on January 23, 1958. The 
following twenty-five year economic 
boom, spurred on by ahugecashincome 
amassed from OPEC-member Venezue- 
la's oil exports, permitted even some of 
the most disenfranchised slum-dwel- 


Caracas, with upwards of three million inhabitants, accounts for nearly a fifth 


of Venezuela’s total population. 
ers to partake in the best standard of liv- 
ing anywhere in Latin America, Petro 
dollars not only attracted a large migra- 
tion of Southern Europeans, but allowed 
for the birth of one of the Third World’s 
largest middle classes. Venezuelans 
riding the gravy train flocked to meccas 
like Miami where they became known for 
their conspicuous consumption. 

The days of economic nirvana came 
to an abrupt end on “Black Friday” in 
February 1983. Plagued by foreign loan 
repayments, the government announced 
the devaluation of Venezuela's currency, 
the bolivar. During the last five years, the 
rate of exchange plummeted from 4.3to 
—as of late last year—32 to the dollar. 
Prices have doubled on all essential 
items, although salaries have remained 
at pre-devaluation levels. A final back- 
breaking straw, the fall of oil prices from 
$32 per barrel to $18 cut the gross na- 
tional income nearly in half. 

Yet despite the crushing economic 
crisis, Venezuelan president Jaime 
Lusinchi chose to focus his recent ad- 
dress to the United Nations on the grow- 


ing drug menace. A government-spon- 
sored symposium in Caracas dealt with 
drug abuse and trafficking, and the 
government's labeling of the Colombian 
leftist group E/ Ejercito de /a Liberacion 
Nacional as a drug army, prompted a 
written protest from the organization's 
guerrilla leaders. 

But the government does reap bene- 
fits from the drug smokescreen. A seg- 
ment of the population, overly con- 
cerned with a non-existent problem, 
tends to overlook the administration's 
less-than-successful performance in 
dealing with triple-digit inflation, a large 
foreign debt, and a collapsing currency. 
Venezuelan politicians are intentionally 
manipulating information to divert at- 
tention from its own incompetence. 

With a real threat posed by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, and petrol prices 
hitting the bottom of the barrel, Venezue- 
la's leadership would do well to discard 
the drug menace facade and confront fi- 
nancial realities. If the present trend con- 
tinues, however, Venezuelans can be ex- 
pected to be left holding the bag. @

Like most of its corporate brethren, 
electronic manufacturing giant Motoro- 
la singles out marijuana—as well as 
other illegal drug—users among its pro- 
spective employees, while avoiding the 
issue of alcohol use or abuse. This is ac- 
cording to a copy of company drug- 
testing guidelines recently obtained by 
HIGH TIMES. 

While they don’t test currently em- 
ployed workers unless there is an acci- 
dent or “incident in which company safe- 
ty policy is not followed or extreme care- 
lessness is seen,” all new job candidates 
are tested for use of amphetamines, bar- 
biturates, benzodiazepines (Valium), co- 
caine, methadone, methaqualone, opi- 
ates, PCP, and THC. If the applicant can- 
not get a doctor's note or psychiatric ex- 
planation for any drugs helshe is legally 
taking, the person will not be hired. In 
other words, Motorola must be informed 
if you are taking Valium for your anxiety, 
orf you were once addicted to heroin and 
are currently on methadone mainte- 
nance, if you want them to hire you. A 
company spokesman—who refused to 
be identified for this article—stated that 
he could not say whether such admis- 
sions by a prospective employee would 
make Motorola less likely to hire them. 
“We'd have to do that on an individual 
basis,” he said. 

The company guidelines say: “A record 
of all individual test results shall be confi- 
dential ly retained in Health Services’ files 
for a period of two years. On a regular ba- 
sis, compilation of all generic test 
results shall be submitted to appropriate 
personnel.” 

According to the company spokes- 
man, this means that “only percentages 
or numbers are released to managers. A 
hypothetical example: Ten people are 
tested, one tests positive, 10% of ap- 
plicants came out positive. That individu- 
al is not identified.” However, the drug- 
testing policy memo reads: “An applicant 
with a positive test result is ineligible for 
employment for a period of six months 
from the date of testing, but may reapply 
after that period has elapsed.” So some- 
where, the company must keep a record 
of these positive results, despite their 
disclaimer. 

While the policy claims to be “in the in- 
terest of improved employee health and 
safety and greater productivity,” it ne- 
glects to deal with alcohol abuse, w! 
isa far bigger problem inthis country —at 
least in terms of money and lives lost— 
than all of the drugs tested for in the pro- 


gram. The unnamed spokesman, how- 
ever, believes that alcohol problems 
would be noticed by the worker's super- 
visor, or the person doing the hiring. 
Therefore, he asserted, testing for alco- 
hol is unnecessary. 

Drugs are illegal,” he said, and Moto- 
rola’s policy is dictated by its unwilling- 
ness to deal with the issues raised by hir- 
ing someone engaged in an illegal activi- 
ty. In light of that statement, HIGH TIMES 
recommends that Motorola amend its 
guidelines to read “in the interest of 
selective improved employee health and 
safety and greater productivity, as welll as 
anextension of law enforcement.” Some- 
how, we doubt they'll do it. @

When He's Gone

T= nomination of Douglas Ginsburg 
to the Supreme Court last fall fo- 
cused attention on marijuana use in 
the United States. It wasn't supposed to. 
In fact, Doug Ginsburg was supposed to 
be the conservatives’ savior, the man who 
would swing the majority disposition of 
the Court toward that of the New 
Right. 

The revelation that Judge Ginsburg 
‘once had a private fondness for marijuana 
took the egg out of Ed Meese’s beer and 
put itall over his face. The secret was out: 
conservatives smoke marijuana too. Af- 
ter that, it was all damage control for the 
Reagan Administration. With their well- 
known fetish for irony, the news media 
was all over this story. They quickly dis- 
covered that the public really didn’t give a 
damn what Douglas Ginsburg did as part 
of his private life. 

That aspect of public opinion is almost 
taken for granted today; the Ginsburg af- 
fair was a vivid reminder of what NORML 
accomplished in the 1970s and has pre- 
served to this day. The public does not 
support the persecution of marijuana use 
when it considers the case of an individual 
citizen. Only when presented with an ab- 
stract, vague, and emotional appeal (like 
the current justifications for urine test- 
ing) does the public go along with 
prohibition. 

It should be obvious by now that 
whenever the marijuana issue is human- 
ized, the public is sympathetic to our po- 
sition—that marijuana use is not an 
appropriate excuse for discrimination. 

This, for example, was actually the po- 
sition taken by conservatives supporting 
the nomination, such as Jesse Helms and 
Orrin Hatch. They argued, quite rightly, 
that this incident from Ginsburg’s past

had no bearing on his qualifications to be 
‘on the highest court in the land. In effect, 
they claimed that marijuana use was tri- 
vial in passing judgment on someone's 
character. This was what was so embar- 
rassing for the Reagan Administration, 
and why the nomination didn’t last 48 
hours after this news came out. The 
public had been hearing for years that 
marijuana use was a mortal sin, and clearly 
a sign of social deviance. Marijuana smok- 
ers, the public has been told, just can’t be 
trusted. Suddenly, as portrayed in a car- 
toon by Herblock of the Washington 
Post, the President was now wearing a 
“Just say what the Heck!” button. 

Meese made the foolish assumption 
that because Ginsburg was one of “them” 
he couldn't possibly be one of “us.” Well, 
he was wrong, as he often is. You would 
think he would have learned by now how 


to avoid giving us so much publicity. 
NORML, like everyone else in the mari- 
juana movement, received more notice 
and attention than any other time this de- 
cade on account of the fascination with 
Douglas Ginsburg. But we have Edwin 
Meese to thank for more than that. 

The Attorney General has done a lot 
for NORML. A few years ago, he sub- 
jected himself to national ridicule for his 
Delta-9 marijuana eradication program. 
He did a far better job at it than we ever 
could. He not only brought attention to 
the futility of stopping domestic mari- 
juana growing, but also brought about, at 
that time, unprecedented media atten- 
tion for NORML and the movement. 
More than publicity, his programs have 
brought us new members and new 
sources of financial support. 

Their heavy-handed paramilitary pro- 
grams have turned a lot of the heartland 
against them. They've managed to raise 
the price of marijuana sky-high, providing 
incentives for more and more Americans 
to grow; we're now one of the largest 
cultivators of marijuana in the world. The 
administration's advocacy of urine testing 
has outraged workers all over the coun- 
try, and caused government employees 
to increase contributions to NORML by 
way of the Combined Federal Campaign. 
Overall, the Justice Department's han- 
dling of the marijuana issue under Meese's 
leadership has provided a fresh start for 
the marijuana movement to get ourselves 
organized and take our message to an in- 
terested public. 

The Attorney General has trans- 
formed what was a moral and health issue 
of dubious urgency into a legitimate eco- 
nomic and privacy issue which commands 
the public's watchful eye. No doubt the 
next Attorney General will have atten- 
tion. So, as vocal support for our posi- 
tions continues to grow we should 
remember who we have to thank— 
Edwin Meese, Attorney General of the 
United States. We're going to miss him 
when he’s gone. Whether he serves out 
his term or resigns under indictment, 
we'll have one hell of a wake in his 
memory.

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WORKPLACE TESTING 
FEVER RISES

Though general anti-drug hysteria 
seems to be on the wane here in the land 
of the free, the practise of workplace 
drug-testing continues to grow into the 
realm of acceptability. Companies large 
and small are instituting testing proce- 
dures, both as a part of job-applicant 
screening (the most common and least- 
protested form of testing), andin noxious- 
ly intrusive, random gropings into their 
employees’ private lives. Estimates vary 
as to exactly how many businesses are 
currently piss-prying, from as high as 
48% (a survey of 242 Fortune 500 com- 
panies by recruiting consultant The Inter- 
face Group—who also report that 20% of 
those not yet testing are seriously consid- 
ering it), to as little as 36% (an American 
Management Association sampling of 
1,000 companies, only 21% of whom re- 
ported testing in place last year). Either 
way, that’s a hefty percentage—from a 
third to a half of all organizations sur- 
veyed think it's their business what sub- 
stances you consume, whether for 
recreational, spiritual, anxiety-relieving, 
or just plain moronically addictive 
reasons. Seems to us the American 
worker shouldn't be taking this lying 
down (or sitting down, in the case of 
female workers). 


Kerr-McGee Breaks 
Anti-Testing Strike 

Employees of evil energy giant Kerr- 
McGee's Forest Products Division instal- 
lation in Indianapolis tried to derail their 
bosses’ attempt to sneak a random 
testing plan into theirnew contract—and 
failed. The entire complement of thirty- 
two workers at this railroad tie manufac: 
turing plant walked off the job last Dec- 
ember 10overthis issue. “We felt it was an 
invasion of the workers’ privacy,” said 
Louis D. Ridley, a spokesman for Local 
7-706 of the Oil, Chemical, and Atomic 
Workers International Union. “It's ridicu- 
lous,” Ridley told HIGH TIMES, “there is 
no ‘drug problem’ at this plant —manage- 
ment agrees with us on this. These guys 
are seven-dollar-an-hour employees — 
two-twenty gross a week —they can't af- 
ford drugs! But management felt that 
they hada ‘moral obligation’ to promote a 
drug-free environment. Well, we agree 
with their intent, but not with theirmethod 
of doing it.” 

Once the strike had begun, Kerr- 
McGee rebuffed all attempts by the union 
to begin negotiations. “We indicated to 


them that we were ready and willing to 
talk,” Ridley said, “but they were ada- 
mant. They refused to even talk to us.” 
Two weeks later, on December 23, the 
workers voted to return to work. “It was a 
matter of economic necessity, pure and 
simple. The company promised them 
Christmas pay if they came back to work 
by the 24th. They chose to accept the 
offer.” 

Kerr-McGee's random testing policy, 
which threatens immediate termination 
for positive results (with standard 
grievance appeal procedures), is now in 
effect at the Indianapolis plant. Once 
again economic blackmail has been used 
to extort complicity from a disadvan- 
taged workforce, who simply had no 
choice but to stand and deliver. Kerr- 
McGee has succeeded not only in 
crowbarring their way into thirty-two 
workers’ lives, they’ve also set a 
dangerous precedent in the increasing 
domination of employees by intrusively 
inclined employers. “It’s pathetic,” said 
union spokesman Ridley, “but they just 
dictated to us what they wanted. We 
didn't like it, but there was nothing we 
could do about it.” 


Coke Positive Cops Reinstated 


On the other hand, NYC Police Com- 
missioner Benjamin Ward can do some- 
thing about it—and has. Afterajudgerul- 
ed that mandatory, random testing of of- 
ficers.on the Organized Crime Control Bu- 
reau roster was an invasion of their pri- 
vacy (see Highwitness News, February 
°88), Ward has acted to reinstate two uni- 
formed officers who were suspended 
after testing positive for cocaine use. He 
gave as his reasons the fact that the tests 
on the officers were unwarranted. “It’s 
just like if | go in your house and find 
drugs,” the Commissioner said. “I have to 
have a warrant or some other very good 
reason for being there.” Well, that’s what 
we think, too—'cept why is it only cops 
who benefit from this constitutional pro- 
tection? If they are defended from this un- 
reasonable bodily fluid search, shouldn't 
all workersbe so protected? Am missing 
something here, or is there just some 
serious rupture in our reality fabric? Let 
me know if you've got any answers. @

A new wave of protests swept the nation as rumors ran rife that, as alcohol 
prohibition had led to marijuana criminalization, marijuana legalization would 
bring back alcohol prohibition. 


being felt around the country as we 
went to press, as potsmokers 
across the nation celebrated ina 
wild, non-stop party. “This place is a 
z00," said Maggie Maguire, 
proprietor of Maggie's Bar on Main 
Street, Washington. “I haven't seen 
anything like it since alcohol 
prohibition was ended in ’33!”. 

Attempts by the Reagan 
administration to suppress news of 
the “Legalization Proclamation” 
were revealed by a key White House 
aide, who said that the President 
was concerned that rioting would 
break out if the news went out 
before the administration had time 
to prepare the country for it. 
Nevertheless, rioting did break out 
in Detroit, Michigan, Muncie, 
Indiana, and Honolulu, Hawaii 
during the wild celebrations. 

On the down side, drug-testing 
proponents are unfazed by the 
news. “Legal or illegal, marijuana is 
still a drug, and anyone who tests 
positive for its use will never. ever 
work for me,” said J.R. Ewing, head 
of Ewing Oil of Dallas, Texas. 

Although Ewing's statement 
reflects the feeling of most Fortune 
500 executives, many small 
businessmen are taking the 
opposite tactic, and cashing in on 
the news. “From now on,” an 
ecstatic Bullwinkle, of Bullwinkle 
Burgers Inc., stated, “we'll be giving 
away one free joint with every 
purchase of a Bullmoose burger and 


fries. It's our way of extending our 
hand to all them hippies out there.” 
Many companies seemed 
prepared for the decision. Three 
new advertisers, Amber Trichomes, 
Wowie perfume, and Crazy Neddie’s. 
bought full-page ads in HIGH TIMES 
promoting legal cannabis products, 
and many other companies are 
falling in line. Most tobacco 
companies have prepared 
marijuana cigarettes for mass 
consumption, while several beer 
breweries have announced 
production of marijuana beer, ready 
to hit the shelves by this summer. 
TA, Eastern Airlines, and Jamaica 
Air announced special smoker 
flights to Amsterdam and Negril, 
where pot will be served along with 
alcohol ina very special smoking 
section. According to an airline 
spokesperson: “Northern Lights and 
Skunk #1 along with other popular 
hybrids, will cost a dollar a joint 
more than our regular ditchweed.” 
The most unusual reaction to the 
legalization proclamation was found 
on Wall Street, where frenzied 
traders went wild as marijuana 
futures were posted on the big 
board for the first time. Skunk #1 
seta record gain as it posted a 
1000% increase, from $200 a 
pound to $2000, before settling 
back down to a reasonable 
wholesale price of $750 
Speculation on imported indoor 
varities from Amsterdam, widely 


considered to be the finest pot in 
the world, fueled rumors that pot 
prices to the general public could 
keep the black market in business. 
However, it is widely believed 
among market analysts that this 
was a first time reaction from 
traders who no longer had to buy 
their pot in the park, and could buy 
directly on the street instead 
High-quality seeds also soared in 
value, as several major corporations 
rushed to the Netherlands to confer 
with Nevil. “I'm mulling over several 
offers,” said the “King of Cannabis’ 
who added that he expects to merge 
his seed company, The Seed Bank, 
with either Sony or Coca-Cola 
Foreign governments were thrown 
into chaos by the announcement.

Germany announced that 
people speculating in marijuana 
futures would be treated like drug 
dealers, and could be arrested for 
carrying a portfolio with marijuana 
futures for violating drug 
possession laws. 

Reactions from the general 
public, from around the country, 
were mixed.

A famous writer from 
California was held hostage 
by an evil Queen from 
Outer Space who intended 
to keep him as a pet,” states 
Dr. Franz Berber, a leading 
San Francisco psychiatrist. 
The writer, Edward P. Has- 
sle, managed to escape with 
the help of another alien. 

Berber, a well-known 
hypnosis expert who spe- 
cializes in treating the rich 
and famous, made this 
startling revelation at a re- 
cent regressive hypnosis 
conference held at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, in Ur- 
bana, Illinois. 

“I know revealing this infor- 
mation is a violation of my doc- 
tor-patient relationship,” 
admits Berber, “but I feel it 
must be done in the interest of 
science and the future of the hu- 
man race.” 

According to statements 
made by the 42-year-old Hassle 
while in a trance, alien beings 
have been inhabiting remote 
sections of the planet and har- 
vesting plant material from 
around the world. For some

“I have played copies of the ses- 
sions with Mr. Hassle to many leading 
experts in the UFO field, and all of 
them agreed that Mr. Hassle was ab- 
ducted by an alien craft on October 


16, 1986,” says Berber. “He disap- 
peared for two weeks before mysteri- 
ously returning to his home with a 
case of temporary amnesia.” 

What makes the disappearance 
even more suspicious was the fact 
Hassle was working on an article on 
UFO’s for HIGH TIMES magazine. 
After the editors rejected the article 
for lack of evidence, Hassle resigned 
from the magazine and began docu- 
menting his theory with photographs 
It was at this time that he mysteriously 
disappeared. [See HIGH TIMES, 
Jan. °87, page 14.] 

“There have been many cases of 
people abducted by aliens, but this is 
the first time an alien has tried to hold 
a human being against their will for an 
extended period,” says John Holm- 
strom, executive editor of HIGH 
TIMES. “This case represents a new 
and potentially dangerous twist on the 
current rash of UFO sightings. 

Although Mr. Hassle was contacted 
at his home in Humboldt County, he 
refused to comment on the story. “Ed 
doesn’t want to talk right now,” ex- 
plains his wife, Sunflower. “We're still 
very concerned that the aliens might 
come back.” 

According to an unpublished man- 
uscript obtained by the Weakly World 
News, Hassle’s discoveries began af- 
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ter he noticed a decline in the potency 
of the marijuana plants in his back- 
yard. At first this decline was attrib- 
uted to the 

cloned for several years; 

began growing from his original seed 
stock. However, the quality of the 
plants continued to decline. 

Hassle put a 24-hour watch on the 
ple nd on the evening of Septem- 
ber 2nd, 1986, he observed a small 
UFO hovering over his house. A long 
tube with a suction cup on the end ap- 
peared from the bottom of the craft 
The craft descended until this tube 
was directly over his largest mari- 
juana plant. The craft glowed mo- 
mentarily, then took off at incredible 
speed, disappearing in an instant. 
Hassle contacted the police and wrote 
an account of the incident for HIGH 
TIMES. “Everyone laughed at him, 
says Berber. “It was the beginning of a 
very traumatic time for Hassle. The 
police came and just confiscated his 
plants. He became obsessed by a story 
no one would publish. 

Hassle began visiting other mari- 
juana growers in the area, and discov- 
ered everyone was experiencing a 
similar decline in potency. Armed 
with only a notebook and camera, he 
traveled from one grower to the next. 
Each night he kept vigil over a differ-

ent patch of cannabis plants. Within a 
few weeks he photographed several 
alien crafts. 

However, on the evening of Octo- 
ber 16th, while Hassle was alone in a 
marijuana patch, he mysteriously dis- 
appeared. “Ed went to the patch, we 
saw some flashes of lightning—and he 
never came back,” Sunflower was 
quoted as saying at the time. Two 
weeks later, Hassle appeared in his 
own backyard, confused and disori- 
ented. He had no knowledge of what 
had happened, and was plagued by in- 
somnia and anxiety for several 
months. Finally, he sought treatment 
with Dr. Berber. 


Who are these strange aliens, and 
what are they doing on earth? 

“They are star travelers from a dif- 
ferent solar system,” explains Berber. 
“They are basically very rich tourists 
who have become bored with life on 
their own planets. They can remain 
on Earth as long as they don’t inter- 
fere with life here, but most of them 
spend their lives in constant space 
travel, since it’s the only way to stay 
perpetually young.” 

‘There are actually two different 
alien civilizations visiting the planet, 
and they are in constant competition 
which each other. “They used to use 
the planet as a hunting ground,” says 
Berber, “but after they killed off all 
the dinosaurs, their governments 
signed an agreement not to disturb 
the planet any longer. It was at this 
time that cannabis was introduced to

Kristan Kohl 


The normally tranquil waters of the art world 
were stirred recently by the startling news that 
four paintings by the notorious German concep- 
tual artist, Kristan Kohl, had been discovered in 
the bar of a bowling alley near Millbrook, New 
York. Randy Roma, the proprietor of High Way 
Bowl, told HIGH TIMES that he had known all 
along of the paintings’ major importance, but 
when he received them from Kohl—in remit- 
tance for her bar tab—she’d made him promise 
never to tell of their existence. “She wanted 
them to be her secret,” said Roma, a reputed ex- 
mobster now living quietly in semi-retirement. 
Indeed, he kept his word, even after Kohl passed 
away in 1986. These paintings might be the vital 
key needed by scholars who have been baffled 
by how Kohl spent her life in the late sixties.

with John Lennon, Yoko Ono, Karlheinz Stock- 
hausen, Ravi Shankar, and Rod McKuen. The 
piece was never performed however, and was de- 
scribed by all participants as a totally unre- 
deemable fiasco (all traces were destroyed in a 
1972 fire that Ono asserts was set by a jealous 
Paul McCartney). Kohl’s other artistic misad- 
venture of the sixties was her sets for the Living 
Theater’s European tour.

Right now we are using 
diapers and everything is enclosed in 
plastic. 

The gutters rest on a platform which is 
raised off the ground by a wooden frame. 
Itis tilted slightly, which allows the nutri- 
ent to drain back into the reservoir, a 32- 
gallon plastic trash can, and the pumpisa 
salvaged sump pump.

Land 2—A typical 1000 meter-square greenhouse area. These units are linked together to make units as large as 
50,000 meters square. Formerly used for growing freesia-cut flowers, the greenhouse has automatic temperature 
control and irrigation. The plants were grown in the ground. The variety was an early maturing sativa grown in 
Holland for a number of years. Unfortunately, the flowers were not large, but they were potent, with a nice high. 


1986 was the year Holland was 
greened. Everyone started to grow or 
made another attempt. Coffee shops 
carried sinsemilla on the top of their 
menus and demand for the best far 
exceeded supply, driving up the price. 

Itis hard to believe that a few years 
ago, almost no one in Holland had ever 
heard of sinsemilla. Most people 
smoked hash in joints mixed with 
tobacco and few people were interested 
in marijuana. All kinds of marijuana 
were available in the coffee shops, but 
most of it was stale and suffering from 
long sea voyages. 

Sinsemilla was first publicly 
introduced to Holland during the ICAR 


(International Cannabis Alliance for 
Reform) Conference, by Martin, the first 
owner of Rusland, the first commercially 
‘successful coffee house. He impressed 
both delegates and guests with thick, 2- 
foot cola which was promptly rolled up. 
This was the first time most of those 
attending the conference, including 
some people from the eastern U.S., had 
ever experienced an intimate 
relationship with the lady of the West. 

Wernard started the Lowland Seed 
Company in the late 1970's. This semi- 
cooperative organization sold seeds 
and cuttings to Dutch growers. Dr. Weed 
gave away seeds and plants in Vondel 
Park each weekend along with 


information on growing. Still most Dutch 
heads who attempted to grow gave up 
after the first harvest. Most attempts 
were outdoors, or in makeshift. 
greenhouses growing long season 
varieties. The weather changed before 
the buds had much of a chance to 
grow—fine if you were willing to settle 
for leaf, but a big disappointment after 
so big an investment. 

By 1985 many coffee shops listed it 
‘on their menus and hung photos of it on 
the shop walls. In 1986 the fresh 
flowers climbed to the top of the menu.

Everybody was ready for 1986. 
Various groups and consortiums 
prepared to grow the early season 
varieties in commercial greenhouses. 
More grass was harvested than ever 
before in Holland. But the police were 
also prepared and many plantations: 
were raided by the Dutch blues before 
the harvest. Of course, the penalties in 
the Netherlands were usually not 
serious. 

‘Once again, in 1986, demand 
outstripped supply. In 1984 kilos of 
grade 6-7 (on a grading system of 1-10) 
went for under 2000 guilders (fl). By 
1985 they had climbed to 3500 and in 
1986 they were up to 4000 fl. The 
exchange rate of the guilder has varied 
froma low of 3.81. to the dollar in the 
spring of 1985 to a high of about 1.8to 
the dollar at present. 

In 1986 the Skunk strain was

introduced to Holland. Although it is not 
early, it does mature in Dutch 
greenhouses, and it is very potent. This 
showed even the most skeptical 
observer that one could grow good dope 
in Holland. 

Growing is advancing at a fast pace in 
Holland. The first growing store opened 
in Amsterdam in April 1987. Several 
companies are specializing in seeds for 
Dutch conditions and several books on 
growing have been translated into 
Dutch. 

There is, however, quite a bit of 
uncertainty among growers now. Many 
feel that the police will raid any large 
commercial operation after searching 
them out using air surveillance. As in 
the U.S., this leaves growers only with 
artificial lighting in hidden spaces. 
Other cognoscenti think that tax-paying 
growers will be able to make 
accommodations with the government. 
In any case, the government is not 
interested in small gardens. 

All agree that there is extreme 
pressure on the government from all 
sides. On the one hand, Holland’s 
European neighbors, France, Germany, 
and Belgium, have been upset (and

Rockwool isan inorganic, water-absorb- 
ing growing medium. It has a volume of 
over 95%, giving it a very high capacity 
to absorb water and air for a long time. 
While growing in Rockwool, the size of 
the plant in the medium will affect the 
amount and the length of time that the 
Rockwool retains the nutrient solution. 
Rockwool needs to be fully wet and then — 
drained to allow proper growth; how 
many times a day one irrigates is deter- 
mined by these factors: 

When the plants are small, Rockwool 
canbe irrigated and drained immediately, 
for the medium is not full of roots allow- 
ing absorption of the nutrients. Because 
the small plants don't draw a lot of 
nutrient, they don’t need to be flooded 
very often. Every plant is different in its 
needs. Rockwool should just be moist 
when it gets irrigated—not dry or wet. 
‘About four times a day will do. 

As the plants get bigger and the roots 
take up more space, the number of irriga- 
tions change. They will need to be ir- 
rigated more frequently, and the nutrient 
will need to be flooded around the 
Rockwool to be absorbed. 

At each feeding, make sure the Rock- 
wool cubes are just damp; feed them, 
allowing them to get totally soaked, then 
drained. Do not let the cubes stay soak- 
ing wetorthe roots will rot. Ifthey dry out, 
the roots will wither up.

Maintaining the pH of the nutrient solu- 
tion is very important. If it fluctuates, the 
salts bind up and precipitate out of the 
mix. Vinegarisa temporary fix. Adjustthe 
pH with either sulfuric acid or potassi- 
um hydroxide. (Sulfuric acid is H2SO.; 
potassium hydroxide is KOH.) 

‘Adjust the pH of the water, then addthe 
nutrients and readjust the mix. If your 
water is too alkaline, use distilled water

foryoursystem. Everyday, when thelight 
cycle is over and the plants won't be fed 
anymore, readjust the pH. Add some li- 
quid iron and micro-nutrients if the shift 
was too great. 

Plants in a hydroponic system should 
not die in one day. Even if the pH was 
totally out of whack, they should bealive, 
but hurt. Check the watering system to 
make sure the plants are getting water. If 
they wilted and died in one day, | would 
guess that it was too hot and they didn’t 
get enough water. A nutrient deficiency 
orinfection would take several daystoa 
fect them. You state that the plants grew 
for two months, so you could see if a 
problem was coming. Since nothing 
showed, it would have to be the amount 
of water and heat, not the food itself. 

Applied Hydroponics is a reputable 
company. If you have any problems with 
their product, call them. They can give 
you the finer details of how to maintain 
top conditions in their system.

Ihave read statements (‘‘Big Bud" forex- 
ample) that say plants eat a lot of nitrogen. 
How can | monitor (week to week) exactly 
what my plants consume, and replenishon- 
ly specific nutrients? | have a digital ppm 
pen, but don’t know precisely how to use it.

or two and totally throw off the readings of 
the digital ppm.

Plantsconsumealotof nutrients to grow. 
Nitrogen is just one of the main nutrients, 
but because it is used by the plant for 
foliage, one can safely assume it is being 
consumed from the mix. Big Bud may 
have dense, thick, very green foliage that 
needs lots of nitrogen to maintain. 

Monitor the ppm and the pH of the mix. 
If the pH is correct, and the mix was cor- 
rectly done, the amount of nitrogen 
should be in the correct range for the 
plant. Here's an example: The nutrient 
has 1300 ppm at 6.5 pH. Nitrogen is 500 
ppm in the mix; therefore, if the pH fluc- 
tuates, the nitrogen would be affected 
slightly. Below a pH of 6,nitrogen drops 
off sharply. 

By watching the pH, one could esti- 
mate if the nitrogen was being bound up. 
Then, using a dissolved solids meter, 
one could place the total ppm of the 
nutrient solution and again estimate 
how much nitrogen was used. If the mix 
at start was 1300, and now, two days. 
later, it’s 600 ppm total, then the mix 
should be boosted back to 1300. The 
nitrogen would decrease in about the 
same proportion as the nutrient mix as a 
whole. One should strive to maintain 
a constant level of nutrients in the 


solution. 

If you really want to monitor specific 
nutrient salts, there are sensors on the 
market that will do this. Due to the ex- 
pense, itiseasierandcheapertoboostthe 
solution to the proper pH and ppm, or 
dump the mix and start over every 
few days. 

Read the solution ppm after you mix it, 
whenit comes back tothe maintankafter 
the full day of use, and after you 
rebalance the pH of the solution. This, 
with the plants’ growth and looks, will 
clue you in to what nutrient salts the 
plants are using at what times. 


Dear Dr. Indoors, 

Please clear up the pH controversy. My 
water-soluble chemical fertilizer dealer 
recommends 6.2. However, speaking with 
the Seed Bank staff, they insiston5.6asthe 
proper number. Does this number differ 
because they are using Rockwool cubes?

‘There are as many ideas on pH as there 
are systems. The important thing is the 
range at which the nutrients are 
available. Nutrient salts can only be got- 
ten at a range of 6-7.0. Ata pH of 6.5, all 
nutrients are available for use. Ata pH of 
5.6, nitrogen, phosphorus, calcium, 
magnesium, boron, potassium, and 
molybdenum are all rapidly becoming 
less available for use by the plant. Over 
6.8 pH, iron, boron, manganese, copper, 
and zinc become less available. Mix the 
salts and adjust the pH to 6.5, then feed 
the plants. The plant will draw from the 
nutrient solution what it needs. At the 
end of each day, rebalance the solutionto 
6.5. When you check the pH, check the 
main nutrient batch, not the solution in 
the Rockwool or medium itself. 

Nutrients can be bought from many 
sources. Remember that common nutri- 
entsalts come witha carrying agentmak- 
ing them impure salts. An excellent 
source of nutrients is ECO Enterprises, 
Seattle, Washington. Their raw nutrient 
salts, as well as their pre-mixed nutrients 
are of very high quality.

After a few cloning sessions, 
you'll see multiple clones every time you 
look at a branch, 

Or, if you're prone to flashbacks, you'll 
see clones every time you look at 
your foot.

Cut off a vigorously growing sub 
branch. Then cut individual clones with 
a sharp razor at a 45-degree angle. This 
exposes more of the stem to develop into 
roots, as well as providing for minimal 
water uptake until the roots are formed. 

Dip the end into a rooting hormone 
(Hormex, Rootone, etc.) according to 
instructions. 

Stick the stem into a Rockwool cube 
already soaked with half-strength 
nutrient solution, If the cube is pre- 
holed, the hole is usually way too large. 
You want a snug fit. Make a smaller hole 
with a nail, and carefully fit the stem into 
it being careful not to mash or bend it. 

Remove large leaves. With no root 
system in place, the cutting will probably 
die trying to support them. The cutting’s 
chlorophyll will be on your hands.

We go through the 
kitchen, down dingy stairs to the fruit 
cellar. Texpect to find Mrs. Bates sitting 
in her rocker. 

At the base of the stairs is a wooden 
door that looks like it was regularly used 
by Boris Karloff. Dar2yl takes out an 
old-fashioned skeleton key and 
unlocks 

‘The fruit cellar, used for storage, is as 
cluttered as the rest of the castle. On top 
of an old stove are two plastic green- 
houses under fluorescent tubes. Two 
quarter-inch airhoses, each attached toa 
small, aquarium air pump, enters cach 
greenhouse through a hole in its side. 

“They called me mad,” said the man 
under the Igor hump who dances 
chickens around the room while dressed 
as a cowboy. “But /hey’re the ones who 
are mad.” 

He looks at me for my response. On 
the edge of a scream, I hold my poker 
face. He continues. 

“They are the ones who tent their 
cuttings in baggies to keep in humidit 
who take the baggies off everyday to 
water the cuttings. They, the insane 
ones, that gradually, carefully, 
obsessively open the baggies bit by 
bit—each day-to let more air in. Who 
monitor their clones’ progress with a 
deranged obsession, when they could be 
doing something else. 

“Three weeks —three weeks—they 
devoted to this maniacal fixation. They 
believe, yes, they really do believe that 
only by extra work— hassling, monitor- 
ing—can they root the amputated limbs 
of a plant. 

“But they are wrong! It takes five days 
and no work; no watering, no attention!! 
Soon the world will know of my work 
You, you, Kyle Rog...” 

“Self-avowed Dope Writer,” I stick in. 
will tell them. 
give you, I give dope growers, 
women and children in hamlets and cities 
everywhere—Aerobic Auto Cloning!" 

Through the clear cover of the green- 


house I stared at cubed cuttings sitting in 
about an inch-deep bubbling solution. 

“Bubbles,” said Da2ryl with a strange 
smile, “bubbles are the key. Half- 
strength nutrient solution with a dash of 
root hormone. The pump supplies extra 
oxygen to the solution. That makes for 
accelerated rooting, as well as keeping 
the roots from rotting.” 

Basic hydroponics, I muse. Roots can 
sit in a solution constantly, as long as it’s 
aerated. 

“But there’s more!” said the man with 
a2in his name. “More than supplying 
oxygen, the pump supplies fresh air and 
humidity everytime a bubble bursts on 
the surface—691,205 times a day!” 

Tagain resisted the urge to ask. 

“Because the unit is closed, there's no 
evaporation or transpiration loss. It’s a 
sealed tropicsphere. No watering is 
needed. 

“Just put your cuttings in, put the 
clear lid on, set your light timer for an 
18-hour day, and come back in five days. 
They'll have a small, supporting root 
ystem. Remove the lid and they start 
growing. Or, you can even leave the lid 
on for weeks. They'll veg in the bubbly, 
unattended, until you need them.” 

“Wow,” I say. 

“A man of erudition,” comments 
Da2ryl. “I always clip the tops as soon as 
possible to get more budding sites.” 

“But remember to wait about two 
weeks after clipping, before flowering,” 
Tadd. 

“Are you talking to me?” asks Da2ryl. 

On the range, next to the covered 
greenhouse is another bubbling 
greenhouse, its lid off, with clones 
starting to bush out. A cottage cheese 
container sits, inverted, in the uncovered 
bubbling tray among the clones. Its cut- 
out bottom is replaced with clear plastic 
wrap held tight with a rubberband. 
Cuttings are just getting started inside it. 
“A greenhouse in a greenhouse,” says 
Da2ryl. “Say you're running a perpetual 
harvest. Or maybe you just don't feel 
like doing all your clones in one day. You 
can’t put the greenhouse lid back on for 
a few clones. So stick the new ones in the 
bubbly, surrounded by the cottage 
cheese container with a sunroof. After 
five days, the container comes off.”” 

Da2ryl hops on a stick pony and 
squints into the red light at the top of the 
staircase. “Well, gotta ride,” he says, 
disappearing into the red bulb’s glow 
trust you to tell the rest of the story.” 

Use a heated screwdriver to melt the 
hole to run the quarter-inch tube into the 
greenhouse. (Carefree’s Easy Grow or 
Stacking Windowsill greenhouses work 
nicely.) 

Tape the air line temporarily to the 
bottom and glue it with E-6000 or GOOP 
(the adhesive, not the hand cleaner). 
That stuff really works in applications 
where silicones don’ 

Thear Da2ryl upstairs, baying. 

In the glow of the darkened kitchen, 
the cowboy, a dead chicken at his side, 
calls in the night. It’s been another hard 
day's clone on the range. @

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The plants were started one month ago 
under 4-foot Vita-Lite power-twist fluores- 
cent tubes. After two weeks they are 
placed under a metal halide (MH) lamp. 

Since my major concern is that a se- 
vere frost could wipe out this early plant- 
ing batch, I've prepared another batch for 
a later planting. I've been transplanting 
directly from indoors to outdoors with no 
severe harm to the plants from the shock 
of environmental change. In fact, they 
blew up into vigorous vegetative growth. 
This contradicted my suspicion that taken 
from an 18 hour growth cycle indoors toa 
14 hour cycle outdoors would induce 
flowering. However, after two weeks out- 
doors no flowering growth has been ob- 
served.

Dear Ed, 

About two years ago we bought some 
smoke that was sold to us as skunk for 
$35 a V/s ounce. We germinated 7 seeds 
and had only one male. The plants grew 
to 14 inches under fluorescents and then 
were put in a closet using a 400-watt 
HPS. We took cuttings 4 weeks into the 
flowering cycle. After the plants were har- 
vested we kept only the clones of what we 
considered to be our best plant. 

‘On April 15 we planted one of these 
cuttings over our dog Zack's gravesite. 
‘On October 15 we harvested our Zack- 
weed. It dried to a respectable 907 
grams. We had a grasshopper problem at 
6 feet but when she got to be 12 feet tall 
she looked like she was "/2 colas. 

We believe Zackweed is actually a 
large sativa, probably a northern Mexi- 
can variety.

‘even outraged) by the small country’s 
“wide open” drug policies. They see this 
as an impediment to the open borders 
which the Common Market (E.C., 
European Community) countries are to 
put into effect this year. The European 
Parliament, part of the E.C. organization 
has proposed a standard drug policy. 
‘The Ministers of Justice and Tourism 
have both voiced concern over the 
coffee houses. 

The prohibitionists are not the only 
‘ones leaning on the government. Coffee 
shops are opening in neighborhoods all 
over the country. The Hash Museum (of 
which | am curator) opened Dec. 22, 
1986. A grow store has opened up. 
Seed companies are pursuing the Dutch 
market. “Highest Magazine,” a Dutch 
journal, has published four issues. Grow 
books are being published in Dutch. 

Meanwhile the statistics have proved 
to most people in the Dutch government 
that their drug policies have been very 
successful. The first thing the 
government did was to differentiate 
between soft and hard drugs. Soft drugs 
are marijuana and hashish. Hard drugs 
are everything else. This allows the 
police to crack down on dangerous 
substances while tolerating, but not. 
legalizing, cannabis sales. Avoiding 
legalization allows the police or other 
government agencies to crack down on 
undesirable commerce without 
bureaucratic tie-ups. “You are selling 
marijuana here. Marijuana selling is 
illegal. Please come with us.” 

The Dutch seem to have a lower 
percentage of drug users than their 
neighbors. Marijuana use among 
teenagers is sliding. Drug related 
deaths are very low, and most of the 
fatalities are of non-Dutch abusers: 
mostly German, French and Italian. The 
spread of AIDS through needle use is 
much lower in Holland than in 
surrounding countries, since the Dutch 
provide free hypodermics. They also 
have a methadone mobile which travels 
a route handing out free doses. 

One coffee house owner said tome, 
“The police are like German Shepherds. 
They are tough but you can fight them 
and beat them. But the taxmen are like 
pit bulls. Once they grab you, they never 
let go.” In 1986 the taxmen starting 
visiting the larger coffee shops. At first 
they just estimated the shops’ sales 
volume. Then they changed the policy 
‘and instructed owners to keep detailed 
records of purchases and sales, the 
better to collect taxes from. It is hard to 
believe that the government will close 
down the shops, once it realizes 
revenue from the new source. In late 
1987, the police ordered removal of 
marijuana symbols and signs on the 
coffee shops. In their place, many 
shops simply printed a question mark. @

Dear Dr. Indoors, 

am starting an indoor garden, and | in- 
tend to setiit up hydroponically. My question 
is: What types of water-soluble fertilizer 
should | use to start them from seed? Is 
there an amount of time after which | should 
change the fertilizer, and if so, should I drain 
the whole system or add it to the reservoir?

Garden State, New Jersey 
Fertilizer refers to outdoor plant food. In- 
doors, the food is called nutrient salts, 
because it’s fed directly tothe plants, not 
as a result of interaction between soil, 
organisms, or conditions. 

Initially, use a 25% solution of the mix 
on the cubes the seeds are started in. 
Once the rootsare out, givethe plants full 
strength food. It’s better to use a less 
concentrated food mix at more frequent 
intervals than strong mixes a few times. 
Because nutrients are available at a lim- 
ited pHrange, onedoesn’tneedtoalter 
the food. Give them an even mix and the 
plants will take what they wantand need. 
Outdoors andindoors in soil, the mix gets 
changed to accommodate the organic 
changes goingon. indoors inhydroponic 
land, the food is mainlined to the plant 
with no stops. 

Rebalance the food everyday, re-mix 
the food every week, and dump the old 
mix and flush out the system once a 
week. With vegetables, houseplants, 
and flowers this might be too much, but 
with cannabis, it's worth the extra effort. 

Several foods/nutrient mixes that are 
good are: ECO, Dyna-Gro, Plant- 
phetamine, as well as large, commercial 
hydroponic mixes. Use a complete food 
with chelated iron and micro-nutrients. 
Use the purest food/nutrient available to 
eliminate carrying agent contamination 
of the solution.

Dear Ed, 

I've found a cheap and easy method for 
small-scale indoor growing. luse a2’ x 6’ 
closet and have a set-up which still allows 
me to hang clothes in the closet when the 
plants are mature. 

Specs: 

Lighting: 3 4-foot, 2-tube fixtures with 4 
grow lights and 2 cool whites. $45. 

Air Exchange: A fan venting to my 
chimney, and a small fan to air the space. 
I leave this on along string so it twists and 
turns. 

C0,: Does some good with early 
growth. 1-gallon jug with sugar/yeast. 

Cost: With peat pots, etc., it costs 
about $75 for the whole set-up. Time: 4-5 
months, seed to weed. 

Time Table: 

Start: Fill growing area with 2” peat 
pots filled with soil and peat moss. Water 
with a light Miracle-Gro solution. 

3-4 weeks: Roots poke out of contain- 
ers. Replant in 4" peat pots. Eliminate 
plants which are thin or unhealthy. 

4- weeks: Big pruning. The plants are 
trimmed to 8-10". This encourages a 
hedge-like look. At this point the males 
bolt as do some females. 

6 weeks: Turn light cycle down to 12 
hours. 

7-8 weeks: Pull out any males as they 
indicate. Repot in 1-gallon containers or 
bags. 

9-12 weeks: Plants fill the space under 
the lights. | support the plants with string 
and stakes. 

Yield: 3-4 ounces of dried bud. 

Big Hints: 1) Excess pruning slows 
growth and sexing but increases growth 
sites. 

2) Don't push the fertilizers. The plants 
are light-limited, not nutrient-limited. 

3) Keep the grow space filled and thin 
plants out as they grow. 

4) Sativas do best under this system. 
Sativa-indicas do OK, indicas don't like 
it.

While you save initially by using in- 
pensive fluorescent fixtures, they 
are more costly than a HPS lamp inthe 
long run. You are using six fluores- 
cents, a total of 240 watts. A 150-watt 
HPS would be cheaper to run and 
produce equal growth. Two 150-watt 
HPS lamps would increase both 
growth and bud size considerably and 
use only 60 watts more than your sys- 
tem.

“mother plants” from which cuttings are 
taken. In the lower left corner are clones 
which have been transplanted and are 
being held until a harvest room is availa- 
ble. Normally, a set of covered cardboard 
panels close off this area. 

We try to avoid holding plants in this 
manner both because of the cost and 
amount of electricity consumed and the 
strain placed on our production system, 
buta crop occasionally needs a few extra 
days to reach peak maturity. 

The dryer hose in the upper portion of 
this photograph is one of two which run 
from a squirrel exhaust fan mounted in 
each room up to a chimney air vent. CO, 
enrichment is coordinated by a select- 
able, cyclic/thermostatic controller. 

The shelf to the right is used for cloning 
andis illuminated by six 40-watt and Vita- 
Lite power-twist fluorescent tubes. We 
take approximately 80 cuttings and ob- 
tain 40 to 60 healthy clones. Pro-Mix BX 
supplemented with Super-Sorb C is pot- 
ted in 12-ounce styrofoam cups which 
are placed into trays of 40 each for ease 
of handling. These trays are covered with 
a dry cleaner bag tent suspended over a 
framework constructed from coat hanger 
wire. 

The lower 2" of each cutting is dipped in 
Hormex for 60 seconds prior to being 
placed in its cup. Rooting takes 9 to 21 
days depending on the size and quality of 
the cutting stock. Larger cuttings, 5-7 
inches long and /e-¥Vs inch thick take hold 
and grow faster. 

Photo 2) Harvest room #1 approxi- 
mately 5 to 6 weeks prior to harvest which 
yielded 55 ounces of excellent bud. To 
the extreme left you can just make out a 
4-inch dryer hose which runs from each 
room's return air vent to the area of each 
which is most advantageous for efficient 
air dispersion. Air flow is boosted by the 
use of a 700 CFM fan located at the 
source of fresh air. 

We use two harvest rooms. Each mea- 
sures 10’ x10’ x7’ and is illuminated by 
1000-watt MH and 1000-watt HPS lamps. 
The lamps are equipped with 44” cone re- 
flectors. Walls are covered either with 
mylar or flat white paint. During warm 
weather air-conditioning is a must. Even 
with the use of a 17,000 BTU unit we were 
able to lower room temperature to 94-96 
degrees. 

Photo 3) The harvest room approxi- 
mately 10 days before harvest. Note the 
white wire cages which were used to sup- 
port the plants. This technique virtually 
eliminates loss of material due to 
drooping.

Big Lefty Wright— 
a blues legend 


returns

The tip came over the phone when! 
was doin’ my radio show. "Hound, 
there's some old guy up in Harlem, 
calls himself Satan. He's out there 
ever’ day singing on the street. It's 
really your sort of thing, really nasty 
blues.” 

Next stop, 125th Street. There he 
was, with a guitar that had as many 
knobs and buttons as a jet plane 
cockpit, howlin’ and screamin’ away 
in the wind on the comer of 125th and 
Malcolm X. Boulevard. But there was 
something familiar about this fellow 
named Satan—his cracked voice, his 
overamplified guitar licks. I could 
picture in my mind what he sounded 
like 40 years ago; and after watching 
him run through the collected works 
of Jimmy Reed, he mumbled to 
nobody in particular, "Here's one ch 
writ my sef...”—and launched into 
“Buffalo Blues”: It's lonesome out on 
this ole prairie/No women, not even a 
sheep for to keep me satisfied/Tried to 
get behind a buffalo but/Its tail was 
too high... It was him, a genuine 
blues legend, aman who has batfled 
researchers for 30 years—Big Lefty 
Wright (formerly Little Lefty Wright— 
“But I growed...”), right here on a 
New York City street corner howling a 
tune he cut for Gennett Records back 
in the late ‘20s. I could feel a TV- 
movie in the making, for a mysterious 
figure of the blues second only in 
mystique to Robert Johnson had 
finally come to light. 

We retired to Sam's Shoeshine 


Stand to share a bottle of what he 
called “chicken whiskey” ("One drink 
y'll crow, two drinks y'll lay..."), and 
Big Lefty Wright told me his story: 

"Twas bom in Fargo, North Dakota. 
We was the only blacks in town, so 
nat‘chly I had the blues pretty early 
on, you know. My parents named me 
Cleophus but I never could spell it, 
and all them cowboy’s call me Cleo, 
which I didn't dig too much. We was 
so poor I had to wear two left shoes 
till [was 13—that’s where the Lefty 
bullshit came from. I left Fargo about 
the first time I raised a hard-on. Now 
see, my plan was to go south and 
learn the blues—first hand, you 
know—so I bought me a compass in a 
pawnshop and hopped a freight. That 
motherfuckin’ compass wasn’t worth 
a shit cuz I ended up in Indiana, don’t 
‘axe what year, but remember Babe 
Ruth was playin’ for the Yanks. 
Picked me up an ole scrap of « guitar, 
two strings and a couple of pieces of 
baling wire, made so much racket 
with it that a man from Gennett 
Record brought me to Indianapolis to 
cut me a record. That's how "Buffalo 
Blues” came about; the other side was 
“Which Way is South”, which I guess 
sorta explains itself. Did I get paid for 
it? Sure, $20 and a bottle of Old Crow, 
good money in them days, good 
whiskey too... wish'dI had one of 
them records—white boys pay good 
money for that sorta shit. The 
oppression [sic] hit and nobody 
needed to hear no blues, so I got me a 
little job, runnin’ errands for a 
whorehouse, best one in town; all 
black gals but the clientele was all 
white only, judges, politicians, 
gangsters, you name it; we had some

My hydro system is made of 4” sewer 
pipes, and *” tubing with 1 gallon per 
hour (gph) irrigation drippers spaced 
every foot inside. The tube is filled with 
water and an aquarium pump pumps air 
through the drippers to aerate the water.
